time little attention was given to 
eyele racing in Surinam. 

In 1947, he had his first opper- 
tunity to partake in a cycling con- 
test and when the event was over, 


Rudy had placed first in the half 
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mile race, to win a bicycle valued 


at Fls. 165. Encouraged by this 
success and his beautiful prize, he 
took an even greater interest in the 
sport and when he arrived in Aru- 
ba in 1948 he immediately joined 
the racers." He also entered the 
Olympiad contest that year and 
was soundly whipped. This con- 
tinued up to last year when our 
sportin’ality had his first taste of 
victory against stiff competitors in 
Aruba. 

That year he came first in the 
1 mile, 2nd in the 5-mile and 3rd. 
in the 3-mile races to take home 
three valuable trophies. 

When a group of cyclists left 
Aruba during the Easter holidays 
this year to compete against rivals 
in Curacao, Chin was one of the 
group, and when he returned to 
Aruba he carried with him 3 se- 
cond and 2 third prizes. 

He placed second in the 1, 2 
and 9-mile races and 3rd__ in the 
3 and 15-mile contests. Rudy 
was convinced that he could have 
captured more than one prize had 
he been more familiar with the 
“set-up” of finishing lines and was 
determined to prove this to the 
champs here in Aruba. 


Speaking of this event, Rudy 
tells us that he was pulling the 


pace in the 9-mile race which 20 

contestants had. started and only 

3 finished. The other cyclists 

from Aruba found the pace too hot, 

and general opinion in Curacao 

was that the race was the best ever 
_witnessed there. 

Rudy, we have been told, receiv- 
ed more cheers from the crowd 
than the first prize winner and gain- 
ed so much popularity with hts 
performance that he was introduced 
to H. E. the Governor and his wife, 
the president of the CPIM and wife, 
and other high ranking persons, 
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gratulations with firm handshakes. 

Back in Aruba, Rudy kept con- 
ditioning himself for the Queen’s 
Birthday Olympiad sponsored by 
the Lago and was in top-form when 
the day arrived. _ Those who saw 
him ride that night will agree that 
this is no exaggeration. 

Competing against the best Aru- 
ba and Curacao had to offer, Rudy 
looked like a sure bet to all spee- 
tators and lived up to their expec- 
tations in both the half and 1-mile 
races when he won conveniently. 

Then came the 3-miler and the 
stage was set for great things as the 
boys kept a good pace with Rudy 
running a constant second. To the 
surprise-of many, he suddenly 
sprinted in an early lap and sec- 
onds later he was flat on the track 
with his own “Cloud Butler’s” 15 
pounds on top of him and another 
passing over his head while throw- 
ing off its master. Rudy suffer- 
ed a nasal injury in the accident 
and was side-lined for the evening. 

He was an overwhelming favor- 
ite to win that race as well as the 
remaining 5-miler. 

In explaining the accident to The 
Local, Rudy said that he was out 
to capture the lap prize, which ex- 
plains his early sprint and blames 
the condition of the track for the 
fall. 

Asked if this accident will have 
any effect on his future plans as a 
cyclist, Rudy assured us that this 
is one of the things that will hap- 
pen once in a while. It will not keep 
him off the track, however, and 
just as soon as another racing 
event is scheduled, Rudy Chin-A- 
Loi, like Hopalong Cassidy, will 
ride again!

LEC IN HOT WATERS. 
Attractively boxed for 6 or 12 


In an official notice to all Lago 
Employee Council _ constituents, 
Lago president J. J. Horigan an- 
nounced this week that the compa- 
ny’s management had received a 
petition bearing the signatures of 

_ over ten per cent of the constituents 
in which it is requested that the 
company assist the employees in 
conducting a referendum in accord- 
ance with Article I, Section 2 of 
Working Agreement. 

This article provides for with- 
drawalof recognition of the Coun: 
cil provided a majority of eligible 
employees vote that they do not 
wish to be represented by the Coun- 
cil. 

At week’s end the validity of 
the signatures was being investigat- 
ed and depending on the outcome 
of ‘said investigation the company 
will proceed with the referendum. 

The dissatisfaction over the LEC 
representation was apparently kick- 
ed off when Mr. B. K. Chand, a 
non-national member of the Couns ~~ 
cil, was named chairman of the 
LEC. Several of the national 
council members, as well as their 
constituents, took. strong objection 
to the course of events, and fuel 
was added ‘to the fire when Mr.’ 
Chand was again appointed to re- 
present the Council in the forth- 
coming meeting of a sub-committee 
appointed to study the working- 
hour law as proposed by the Govy- 
ernment 

It is the first time in the history 
of the Council that the constjtuents 
have requested that a referendum 
be conducted to withdraw the LEC, 
but to our way of thinking, this had 
to happen sooner or later and will 
be repeated each time the represen- - 

“tativesof the larger group of em- 
ployees, the ‘fvationals, do not hold 
the major offices. - 

From its inception, this publi- 
cation has contended that the cur- 
rent system of representation the 
segregation of the employee group 
in two bodies, would lead to a split 
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own interests. In an editorial 
entitled “Divide and Rule?”, our 
views on the matter were clearly 
defined at the time. 

_ The system of representation is 
cleverly designed to sow dissen- 
sion among the groups and, conse- 
quently, obstruct harmonious work 
to the benefit of the entire emplo- 
yee body. Because of political 
and similar designs, it also leaves 
certain sections of 
group with a technical non- repre- 


‘sentation. 


The Surinamer, for instance, is 
considered a_ foreigner” by the 
Arubans and a “national”: for all 
other purposes and consequently 
does not “belong” to either. So 
is the locally hired Hollander. The 
other Antilleans, all Nationals, are 
accepted as such by both groups, 


-- but are considered merely’ tolerat- 


ed ”stepchildren” where the Aru- 
ban is concerned for all purposes 


_ of representation. 


While this may be considered 
healthy from a political viewpoint, 
it certainly cannot be considered 
such from a_ viewpoint of impar- 
tial representation for the entire 
employment matters. Nevertheless 
this situation does exist. 


Should the Arubans be blamed 


_ for striving for domination ? This 
~ publication does not think so. The 
LEC is designed for that purpose; . 


for isn’t it designed. with the ex- 
press purpose of giving the. strong- 
est representation to the — largest 
employee group ? Then too, it is 


the national - 


“much is at 
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only natural that in times where so 
stake for the island, 
both politically and economically, 
the Aruban should endeavor to use 
all accessible channels to build the 
securest possible future for himself 
and his family. His urge to keep 
the reigns of power in own hands 
is accordingly logical and sound. 
It is therefore to the benefit of 
the non-national-who should real- 
ize by now that they are considered 
the guest for a certain length of 
time on this,island-that it will be 
to their benefit not to compete with 


‘the nationals (Aruban) for leader- 


ship, but strive at cooperation. with 
the leading group and through that 
very close cooperation win interest 


for their 
problems. 
From the results gained in early 
stages of the establishment of the 
unhealthy representation system 
the facts may be established that 
the Aruban will give his support 
wholeheartedly to the non-national 
and non-Aruban national in em- 
ployment matters wheu he is con- 
vinced that he receives couperatioa 
from his fellow-non-national repre- 
sentatives and if -he is convinced 
that-such matters are also to the 
benefit of his constituents. The 
same Aruban strongly resents heing 
denied the place he teels is right- 
fully his own, however, and will 
be found to be a teugh opponent 
in battling for that recognition.

ployee committees, strongly urges 


all employees, nationals and non- 
nationals alike, to ,study the pro- 
blem in its true aspects. 

If..the referendum receives the 
employee support it is expected to 
receive, and new elections are con- 
ducted, vote wisely. Consider the 
qualifications .of your candidate 
carefully with much emphasis plac- 
ed on his willingness to cooperate. 

United the Council will’ stand, 
but divided it is bound to fall and 
with it will your interests. Let the 
motto for the new elections there- 
fore be: Cooperation our goal.”

NEW TRAFFIC REGULATIONS 
GO INTO EFFECT ON JUNE 
1, 1953. 


In a letter to our publication, we 
were informed by the Superinten- 
dent of Police that the amended 
and new traffic regulations for 
Aruba will take effect on June i 
1953. 


During the following two weeks, 
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booklets outlining the most impor- 
tant new rules and regulations will 
be distributed among the residents 
of Aruba. Ignorance of the rules 
will be no excuse for transgressors 
and in the interest of all concern- 
ed it is recommended that a tho- 
rough study of said rules be made. 
_ In the interest of the public in 
general, the most changes and/or 
additions to standing traffic regu- 
lations are offered to our readers. 


THE NEW TRAFFIC 
REGULATIONS. 


As soon as the new General Po- 
lice Ordinance for Aruba goes in- 
to effect, the undernoted new traf- 
fic regulations will be in force. 


A. PARKING AND STOPPING. 


1. On roads and in streets with 
two way traffic, where parking is 
not specifically forbidden — by 
means of signs posted there, park- 
ing and stopping will be permitted 
on the right side only. Right”, 
reckoned in the direction you had 
just been driving (section 72 b). 

2. Within a distance of twelve 
metres from a H-sign (the sign that 
indicate a stopping place for auto- 
buses) it will be forbidden to park 
or to stop (section 72 g). 

3. It will also be forbidden to

B. INDICATING DIRECTIONS. 


It is now also permitted, after 
dark, to indicate. the direction by 
means of your arm. When you 
wish to turn to the left, by stretch- 
ing your arm horizontally in the di- 
rection of the left ; when you wish 
to turn-to the right, by pointing to 
the right with your curved arm 
above the top of the automobile 
(section 72, par. 2). 


C. GIVING PRECEDENCE TO 
OTHER TRAFFIC. 


This is an exceedingly important 
new regulation. 


For giving precedence to other 
traffic, the following rules must be 
observed. 


1. Traffic on a hardened (metal- 
led) road always has precedence 
above the traffic on non-hardened 
(dirt) roads even if there is no 
traffic sign posted at the crossing. 

2. Ii, at a crossing, you see a 
sign with a red triangle, that is 
pointing downward, you must give 
precedence to the traffic on the 
other road you are about to cross, 
irrespective whether that traffic 
approaches you from the right or 
the left.

For transgressions of the stipula- 
tions of this police-ordenance the 
penalties have remained unchanged 
for the major part. however, for a 
number of serious transgressions 
of the traffic regulations, especial- 
ly heavy penalties have been made 
possible. For instance for driving 
while under the influence of alco- 
hol’, and ’for driving in such man- 


tion, as heretofore remains unchang- 
ed. (section 141). 


I. THEFT OF CARS.
